DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 10/20/2008 has been considered and entered for 
the record. Applicant's amendment on page 3, page 4, page 5 and page 6 overcomes 
the 35 USC 103(a) rejection in paragraphs 5 and 16 of the office action mailed on 
06/20.2008. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest a supporting spring with an upwardly extending fitting 
groove which is place between the center flange part and an upper part of the support 
flange. 

3. The closest prior art of record is Altman et al. (US 6,287,340) which discloses a 
plurality of rector tubes with a compressive strain motor or load cell that is attached to a 
rotational shaft with a ball screw. Bull (US 3,824,841 ) discloses a device for studying 
sedimentation that includes a pinion wheel that interacts with a spur wheel to rotate the 
tubes around its own axis and Brimhall (US 4,874,358) discloses using an upper shear 
gear for rotating the shaft of a bioreactor. Finally, Allinton (US 5,61 4,089) discloses a 
reactor tube with a cap that seals a tube where this cap includes a guide hole for a 
compressing rod. 

4. Either alone or in combination, theses references are silent regarding a 
supporting spring with an upwardly extending fitting groove which is place between the 
center flange part and an upper part of the support flange.
